Tin Cans 
HEN I was a youngster liv- 
ing on a farm down in good 

old Huron County, Ontario, a 
long-legged, ghoulish-looking 
dog used to prowl round our 
place quite a lot. No, he wasn’t 
any particular breed. In fact 
Joe , the owner, used to 
take pride in saying that Pete 
was “just pure dog, nuthin’ 
else,” Well, Pete seemed to par- 
ticularly enjoy nosing round the 
milk house, which was partly 
submerged in a knoll at the rear 
of our old log house. 


The milk house was a rather 
busy spot. Did you ever operate 
one of those ancient hand-dasher 
churns? No? You’ve missed 
something. It’s a great job. You 
ean handle a hand-dasher churn and at the same time think about any 
old thing you like. Finally, after performing the monotonous duty, I 
poured off the buttermilk for the calves, and went into the house to 
announce to my mother that the butter had ‘‘come.” When we came out 
that hound had tipped over the churn and was making away with the 
fresh butter quicker than a whole gang at a barn raisin’s. My mother 
looked like an indignant politician on the stump. She didn’t say so much 
though. All she said was “Cy, I wish somebody would tie a tin can to 
that dog’s tail. I'll bet he’d stay away from here then.” 


Three or four days after this fracas we boys had succeeded in gain- 
ing Pete’s confidence, during which time we searched high and low for 
a tin can. Do you believe it? There was nuthin’ doin’. We exvlored 
the neighbors’ across the road and over the line fence. No luck. 


Some modern, fireside farmers have ventured the reason for this 
failure since. These fellows say, “There were mignty fcw can-opener 
cooks and a lot more all year farm men in those days,” and then they 
attempt to philosophize by adding, “If there were more of that type of 
farming today financial worry would be avoided and relief in rural dis- 
tricts—well, there wouldn't be any.”

Canadian West. It is also true that 
large sections of the Northern Cau- 
casus, where many of the largest 
state and collectivist farms are lo- 
cated, are overrun by Russien thistle. 
The Russians, furthermore, have 
been unable to date to replace the 
lost animal power with machinery; 
they have failed to provide suitable 
management and there is a very 
grave shortage of skilled mechanical 
and agricultural workers. Mr. Cairng 
contrasts these things with condi- 
tions here, saying that in Canada the 
farms are much larger, the farmers 
are incomparably more efficient and 
intelligent, and there has been vaet- 
ly greater progress in perfecting 
wheat and in harvesting grain crops 
with machinery. Transportation also 
is immeasurably superior here. Be- 
cause of these things, Mr. Cairns is 
convinced that Soviet agricultural 
developments, both accomplished and 
potential, “have been pride-depress- 
ing factors out of all proportion to 
their true significance.” His statn- 
ment is timely and reassuring. 


NEW LANDS THROWN 
OPEN FOR SETTLERS 
UNDER ALBERTA ACT 


Commencing on July 2 next selec- 
tive areas in the Edmonton, Peace 
River and Grande Prairie areas will 
be thrown open homésteading to 
persons, male or female, who have 
resided in Alberta for not less than 
three years, according to an an- 
nouncement made on Thursday by 
Hon. R. G. Reid, minister of lands 
and mines. ‘ 

All homesteads were withdrawn on 
March 15 last, since which time there 
have been no entries made. 

The withdrawal and re-opening are 
results of the taking over by the pro- 
vince of its natural resources, the 
withdrawal being mainly for the 
purpose of drafting a new act and 
drawing up regulations thereunder. 

Qualifications for those filing on 
homesteads in addition to the resi- 
dence clause, include that the applic- 
ant must have attained 17 years of 
age; that applicant must be a British 
subject or hiave declared the inten- 
tion of so becoming and that ‘the ap- 
plicant has resided in -the province 
for a period of not less than 12 


months within the three years’ im- 
mediately . preceding -the making of 


application fogggm entry. 

The wéew regulations, undér which 
land will be-now granted, differ in 
several points from the old Dominion 
rules, Land will be given only in se- 
lective areas instead of over the pro- 
vince generally, while the age for 
registering hias been lowered from 18 
to 17. = 

In addition, new requirements pro- 
vide that instead of requiring the ap- 
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of five years upon the land he will 
have to spend six months in each 
of three years. 

Another feature in which the new 
regulations differ from the old is in 
the. fact that irrespective of whether 
the farm land be good or bad ,the 
settler can substitute stock for grain. 

‘In regard to second homesteads, it 
is proved that any person furnishing 
satisfactory evidence as to eligibility 
as a resident of the province and who 
on July 1, 1925, had obtained or had 
become entitled to a _ certificate of 
titlé, fora homegtead by steer 
requisite duties will have the right to 
make entry for fa second homestead 
within selective areas.

‘The question of farm relief is of 
paramount importance in this  pro- 
vince and nothing should be left un- 
done which might in any way relieve 


the situation for any part of our 
agricultuyal population during the 
present “ferious. depressién. { 


‘However, while much is suggested 
little is done in the way of actual re- 
No doubt most suggestions in- 
volve an expenditure, which the Gov- 
ernment can ill-afford to make, but 
there is one large section of our 
agricultural population which could 
be given much needed assistance 
without any drain whatever on the 


Treasury of this province. I refer to 


the owners of School Lands. 

School Lands are purchased on the 
following terms: Five per cent of 
‘purchase price down, six per cent on 
principal due, and seven per cent on 
arreas. These lands were purchased 
by thousands of Alberta farmers dur- 
ing a period of high land values, in- 
flaged prices and fboundless optim- 
ism. Comes ja. period of falling values 
and deflated prices. The owners of 
school lands, unable to meet their 
payments, find arrears piling up 
against them and their situation rap- 
idly becoming hopeless and helpless. 
The Soldier Settlers found them- 
selves in a similar, though not as 
serious a situation, during the period 
of deflation following the war and 
the Soldiers Settlement Board came 
to their assistance by foregoing all 
interest charges for a period of five 
years and later reducing the land 


valuation by thirty per cent. Is there 
any reason why the Provincial Gov- 
ernment should not do as much for 
the owners of School Lands? 


Here then is a concrete proposal” 
for the relief of a large part of our 
faming population which involves no 
cash outlay whatever and which 
makes no drpin on the Provincial 
Treasury. More than that, without 
such relief and encouragement, the 
owners ofthese lands will be forced. 
to abandon them, they will revert to 
the Government to the detriment of 
the country generally and our har- 
assed municipalities will .be deprived 
of much needed taxes. 

Press despatches recently stated 
that Eastern Capitalists, awake at 
last to the serious situation in the 
West, were considering the remis- 
sion, or at least a substantial reduc- 
tion of interest charges against 
western lands. Here is an opportun- 
ity for the provincial government to 
show the way to Eastern companies 
and at the same time to extend ‘to 
thousands of hard-pressed farmers 
substantial assistance.

THE RAILWAY VS. 
BUS SERVICES 


Mr. Herbert Morrison, British Min- 
ister of Transport, speaking at the 
Royal Corinthian Yacht Club, Burn- 


-|ham-on-Crouch, on the Road Traffic 


Act and the future of transport, said 
the road transport powers secured by 
the railway companies were facilitat- 
ing a limited amount of co-ordination 
between railway and road passenger 
transport services,. but that. legisla- 
tion would be of no lasting benefit if 
the railways were thereby encour- 
aged to feel there was not so much 
need for intensive effort in making 
the railways themselves. efficient, 
comfortable, bright and economical. 

Nor would any good purpose be 
served by the railways obtaining 
control of road passenger transport 
services by investment at inflated 
prices. He continued:— 

“The degree of co-ordination to be 
reached in our transport system is 
far from complete. We never shall 
get transport co-ordination until we 
have the courage to visualize the 
economics of transport as a whole, 
instead of examining transport econ- 
omics sectionally. We are -witness- 
ing, generally. speaking, a process. of 
consolidation within the various 
forms of transport, but only slightly 
between the various forms of trans- 


port.” 
Mr. Morrison referred to the de- 
velopment of long-distance motor 


coach traffic, and tasked: 

“Ought this method of transport 
to be developed recklessly, without 
regard either to the traffic conges- 
tion in the great cities orto the 
availability of other methods of 
‘transport, which, if we do not make 

up our minds to abolish them, must 
have their interests kept in mind?” 

Every form of transport had its 
advantages, and possibly its disad- 
vantages. It was the business of the 
Minister of Transport rigorously to 
keep his mind free from favoritism 
or prejudices. It was his business 
to be guided by facts. If he came 
to the conclusion that a given form 
of transport ought to go, he must 
have the courage to s@y so. 

“Assuming,” he went on, “as I 
think we are fully justified in doing, 
that there is an important future 
for railways, we must not expect 
them to give us their best if traffic 
which they are eminently fitted to 
carry is diverted from them to con- 
gested highways which cost a large 
amount of public money to con- 
struct and maintain. 

“But, on the other hand, the rail- 
ways must not expect to retain the 
traffic unless they tighten every 
screw and exert every effort to 
make themsélves popular and ac: 
ceptable to the travelling public. 

“I would encourage, and even 
protect, the efficient if it is in the 
public interests so to do, but I would 
not lift a finger to help those who 
are not energetic in helping them- 
selves. The same line of reasoning 
applies to every other form of trans- 
port, whether it be transport by 
road, rail, canal, sea or air. 

“Just as nearly everybody is 
aereed that reckless competition 
within the different types of trans- 
port is wasteful and suicidal, so we 
must learn to apply the further 
lesson that the irresponsible scram- 
le, destructive competition and 
duplication of capital expenditure 
fbhietween the various types of trans- 
port is just as foolish.”

PRAIRIE CREDIT PLAN 
COMPLETE IN FEW WEEKS 


Ottawa, June 17.—Within a few 
weeks the organization of the Domin- 
ion Agricultural Credit Company will 
be completed, E. W. Beatty, presi- 
dent of the (Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company, told the house of commons 
committee on banking and commerce 
today. 

Designed. to. assist..farmers in 
Western ~ Canada in diversifying 
their operations, the company will 
go slowly and feel its way for the 
first few years. The idea, Mr. 
Beatty said, was derived from agri- 
eultural (credit corporations of the 
United States which had functioned 
with success on similar lines in 
Minnesota and other states. 

Up to the present about half of 
the $5,000,000 capital of the com- 
pany had \been subscribed and when 
the bill now before parliament to 
authorize banks, loan, trust and 
insurance companies to invest in 
the securities is passed, no _ time 
would be lost in getting the scheme 
under way. 
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It should be possible, the rail- 
way president thought, to work a 
scheme in Canada and to limit in- 
terest charges to six per cent., plus 
a small charge for insurance and 
handling. The two important things 
were reasonable charges to the farm- 
ers and security against impairment 
of capital. 

There was no intention of interest- 
ing the field of the chartered banks 
or loan companies, said Mr. Beatty. 
The corporation would have a great 
advantage over banks in rendering 
services to the farmers because it 
was organized for one purpose only, 
and administered by men well fin- 
anced and well equipped with experi- 
ence.

Edmonton, June 20.—Premier J. E. 
Brownlee left this morning for Ot- 
tawa, to attend the inter-provincial 
conference with the prime minister 
on the marketing of wheat, which jg 
scheduled for Wednesday next. He 
will be joined at Winnipeg by Pre- 
mier Anderson of Saskatchewan. 

The Alberta delegation in addi- 
tion to the premier, will include 
Chairman H. W. Wood, represents 
ing the wheat pool, and President 
Robert Gardiner, M.P., represent- 
ing the U.F.A. 

As to the attitude that he will 
take on the question of marketing 
the next wheat crop, when the con- 
ference gets under way, Mr. Brown- 
lee says that he will advocate the 
establishment of a Dominion wheat 
board, in line with numerous pub- 
lic statements that he has recently 
made. 

While in the east the premier will 
also confer with the executives of 
chartered banks in a final discus- 
sion of the loss on the 1929 wheat 
crop and how it is to be met. 

A third item on the programme will 
be a meeting in Toronto with repre- 
sentatives of the leading mortgage 
companies, as a beginning of a series 
of discussions this summer in an ef- 
fort to work out the debtor-and-cred- 
itor problem as it affects the position 
of the western farmer next fall. The 
point of this effort will be to pre- 
vent a general scramble of creditors 
to collect from their farmer-debtors 
in the event of a good crop, some 
basis of equitable division or arrange- 
ment being desired.

AN IMPORTANT WARNING 
AGAINST THE CUTWORM PEST 


; Already the cutworm has done 
considerable damage ‘in large areas 
in Saskatchewan and Alberta.. If 
farmers had taken the warning a year 
ago of safeguarding against this pest 


for this year’s crop; no: doubt consid- 


erable saving of wheat would have 
been effected. The damage to the 
1932 crop will depend absolutely and 
J soley upon the way fields are hanrd- 
led. i 

' The: moth: of the cutworm flies 
across the ‘fields and ‘lays its eggs, 
starting. in. the first. few days of Aug- 
ust, * reaching its’ maximum flight 
‘whout “the: 20th, and. continuing to fly 
and lay eggs until about the middle 
of September. This moth will avoid 
all‘ land that has had even a very 
slight crust formed upon it by rain- 
fall, but will lay its eggs upon any 
soil where this crust has been brok- 
en; however slightly. To avoid cut- 
worm damage on a field, therefore, it 
ig necessary that on summerfallowed 
fields all work should stop by the 
first of August or a very few days 
afterwards. Then a very slight rain 
will form a crust on these fields, 
which will render them immune the 
following year from cutworm dam- 
age. It is important that no horses 
or stock or implements or wagons 
shall be allowed to cross any sum- 
merfallow prepared in this fashion, 
| because wherever the crust is broken 
by animals or implements, there the 
moth will lay its eggs, and consider- 
able damage will be experienced the 
following year. On fields in crop, 
where harvesting operations are con- 
ducted before September ist, then 
damage the following year is almost 
certain to be experienced unless 
these fields are summerfallowed. 

It is apparent, therefore, that all 
fields which are cropped this year, 
as far as possible, should be sum- 
merfallowedi in the year 1932 and 
that in addition all work on summer- 
fallowed fields this year should cease 
as soon after August lst as possible, 
and that nothing should be allowed 
to walk over or cross these fields.
